The summer institute has been an integral part of Festival Flamenco 

from its start. In its fírst year, there were three workshops offered in various levels of 
technique. Through the years, the institute workshops have expanded at an impressive 
rate. In 1996, we offered 21 courses in a variety of Flamenco related topics. 


Cante 

The dass will be taught a variety of “letra” (verses) commonly used 
in flamenco. They will explore vocal techniques and rhythm issues 
necessary to sing these various palos (rhythms) and how they fit in 
the compás (meter). 

Castanets 

This class will teach technique in placement and execution of cor¬ 
red castanet work. Exercises will be given to develop articulation, 
coordination, speed and musicality. 

Escuela Bolera 

Escuda Bolera is an 18th century Andalusian dance executed in 
ballet slippers, accompanied by castanets. This class provides the 
student with strong technique, grace and style, and is prepararon 
for all dances accompanied by castanets. 

Sevillanas 

Four coplas of Sevillanas will be taught including traditional steps, 
armwork and stylization. The students will learn to adapt each 
copla to various contemporary recordings as well as traditional gui- 
tar accompaniments. 

Technique Classes 

Offered at all levels, technique classes will provide the skills neces¬ 
sary to learn choreographies. They will study postura (alignment), 
brazeo (armwork), floreo (handwork), vueltas (tums), taconeo 
(footwork) and compás (phrasing). 

Flamenco Juerga Workshop 

Pradical application of flamenco skills leamed in various courses. 
Guitarists, singers, dancers, palmeros, jaleadores, will learn how to 
particípate in a juerga situation integrating the varied skills they have 
developed in an informal improvisational setting. This class is a one- 
day intensive. Due to limited space and time, participation in this 
class will be by audition.This dass is not recommended for beginners. 
Flamenco Composition 

Flamenco Composition is a dass designed to analyze the interac- 
tion between guitar, song and dance. Marija Temo, one of the few 
flamenco artists fluent in all three aspects, will take the class 
through the various rhythmic structures, ie., tangos, bulerías, etc. 
Marija will explain the vocabulary and technique to make this col- 
laboration successful. 


Palmas 

Students will learn the proper application for the various tech¬ 
niques used in palmas and how they are used musically and rhyth- 
mically to support the guitar, song and dance. 

Guitar Technique 

Varied levels in guitar technique will be offered. Strumming tech¬ 
niques as well as falsettas and chord structure will be studied at 
each level. Through the study of technique, the student learns skills 
necessary to accompany the dance and song, as well as those neces¬ 
sary to develop a solo repertoire. 

Repertory Classes 

These dasses are offered at all levels covering a wide range of 
rhythms commonly used in the flamenco repertory. In each class, a 
choreography will be taught including marcando (marking to the 
verse), escobias (footwork phrases), llamada, (calis), entradas 
(entrances), salidas (exits). 

Guitar Accompaniment 

The guitar students in this class will study the difference in varia- 
tions of traditional letra, as well as “arreglos” (arrangements) of 
modera letra. They will practice techniques for accompanying the 
“baile” (dance) and be given opportunities to apply these skills with 
a singer and dancer. The first dass will be an audition class. 

Special Topics 

These classes are designed to introduce students to flamenco related 
forms, ie., jola, dassical, regional, esquela bolera, contemporary, 
etc., thus expanding the vocabulary and awareness of the evolution 
of the art specific to flamenco as it has been influenced by the 
already present Spanish dance forms. 

Flamenco Notation 

Adair Landborn, through her extensive study of Labantotation, has 
designed a method of notation specifically adapted to the needs of 
flamenco. With this information, a dancer will be able to nótate 
movement of the body, as well as specific rhythms of the feet, help- 
ing the dancer to retain choreographies, as well as enhance the clar- 
ity of form through careful examination. 

This class is open to guitarists, singers and dancers, teaching them 
to use material spontaneously through the understanding of fla¬ 
menco structure.

m a corrida de toros is about to begin. It ¡s a magical, festive and dra- 
M mattfevent. The matador and his toreros altérnate in the fighting of 
the bull. The corrida starts with the pageantry of the paseíllo or 
entrance parade in which the alguacilillos, the mounted constables, lead 
the march of the bullfighters into the ring to the tune of the pasodoble. 

Each matador has in his Service three banderilleros, whose mission it 
is to assist him in the handling of the bul! by using the cape and also in 
the placing of the banderillas, the long, crepe paper-decorated sticks. These 
banderilleros were, in their day, aspiring matadores. They are followed 
by the mounted picadores who prepare the bull for the torero to fight. 

The bull will come charging into the arena through the toril (gate). 
The torero will effect some initial cape passes or lances directed to either 
hom in order to determine the animal’s natural tendencies. As soon as 
the matador feels confident about the bull’s condition he will proceed to 
perform the most classic and fundamental of the passes, the verónica. 

The trumpet now sounds for the final act of the drama. Armed with 
his sword and the red serge muleta, the matador begins. The spectator 
should bear in mind that the bull is now a good deal more dangerous 
than when it first made its entrance into the arena. After a series of 
passes, now comes the time to ready the sword for the proverbial 
moment of truth: the death of the bull. As the bull shares star billing 
with the matadores, a brave animal that performs well is applauded as 
it is drawn out of the arena. 

The celebration culminates as the torero is surrounded by his cuadro.

The dass will be taught a variety of "letra" 

(verses) commonly used in flamenco. They will 
explore vocal tedíniques and rhythm issues nec- 
essary to sing these various palos (rhythms) and 
how they fit in the compás (meter). 

Castanets 

This dass will teach technique in placement and 
execution of correct castanet work. Exercises will 
be given to develop articulation, coordination, 
speed and musicality.

Four coplas of Sevillanas will be taught including 
traditional steps, armwork and stylization. The 
students will learn to adapt each copla to various 
contemporary recordings as well as traditional 
guitar accompaniments. 

Technique Classes 

Offered at all levels, technique classes will pro- 
vide the skills necessary to learn choreographies. 
They will study postura (alignment), brazeo 
(armwork), floreo (handwork), vueltas (turns), 
taconeo (footwork) and compás (phrasing). 

Housing 

Dormitory housing (single/double) is available on the UNI 
paid in full in advance to reserve a room.
